The 
team  aims  to  improve  math  and  science  education  in  Winchester  by  giving  students  an  opportunity  to 
learn  those  subjects  outside  of  the  classroom  in  an  entertaining  and  educational  fashion. 

The  Robotics  Team  had  entered  two  very  different  robots  into  the  2006  Bots  IQ  competition  in  the  15- 
pound  weight  division,  a  field  of  46  competitors  (double-elimination  format).  Both  entries  made  it  to  the

Meet  the  Gorilla,  a  beast  of  metal  bent  on  destruction.  It  uses  its  3000-RPM  motor  to  spin  a  sharp 
titanium  blade  at  half  the  speed  of  sound.  With  such  a  deadly  defense  few  robots  dared  to  approach  it

Spectators  and  judges  alike  were  wowed  by  the  deafening  roar  of  the  blade  which  shot  sparks  into  the 
air  at  every  collision.

Helpless,  Gorilla  was  wedged  against  the  wall  of  the  arena  and  its  blade  incapacitated.  Nonetheless,  f 

finished  an  impressive  12th  overall. 
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The  nine  members  of  HMC,  ranging  from  sophomore  to 
senior,  were  really  excited  to  participate  in  the 
conference  this  February.  The  HMC  offers  this 
description  of  the  4-day  event:  As  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
said,  "We  cannot  always  build  the  future  for  our  youth, 
but  we  can  build  our  youth  for  the  future."
